Unarmed sections of ammunition were stored 
in the packing sheds while live ammunition was kept in the. 
storehouses. The anmunt of powder, explosives and detona~ 
tion agents required for one work shift was stored in 

the storenouses for explosives. Ammunition was prepared 
for firing (assembled and filled) in the anmunition-working 
buildings, 


The depot was srobably seized by the Soviets undamaged and with 
its complete stock of ammunition, primarily of LEC mm shells 
for heavy field nowltzers, €& mm shells for AA guns and 

&@ mn shells for Tiger tanks. About 3,000 railroad car- 

loads of ammunition were stored in the depot in the emumer 

of 1947. No later information is available.
